About 800 persons attended the 
Reunion service

O f a r , these stories about the Public Service 


Company of Northern Illinois have been 
largely historical. They have described the 


Company’s birth, its growing pains, its com­ 
ing of age 
N ow we turn to a considera­ 


tion of what its progress has meant to the 


thousands o f people who have made their 


homes in northern Illinois beyond the limits 


of the Qty of Chicago. 


The World War is a convenient milestone 
for our generation— a logical starting-place 


from which to reckon changes in living con­ 


ditions. Remember how full o f drudgery the 
average home was before the War? How 


many families denied themselves certain 


conveniences because they were thought 
expensive? Strange as it seems today, elec­ 


tricity was often classed as a luxury twenty 


years ago. 


From the beginning, it became the aim ot 


the Public Service Company to make electric­ 
ity available to all of northern Illinois—and 


to reduce rates whenever it could be done 


without jeopardizing the quality of service. 


In 1914, three years after the Company was 


founded, customers benefited by two rate re­ 


ductions. In the following year came another 


reduction. In 1916, two more. 


And this was during the World War crisis. 


Prices on all commodities were soaring. The 


"high cost of living” was discussed wherever 


people gathered. There were coal-less Mon­ 


days. Gasoline-less Sundays. Sugar was strictly 


rationed. Through these trying s ears, in spite 


of the increased cost of raw materials and 


labor, rates for electric service in northern 


Illinois were not raised. 


During the post-war period a slight in­ 


crease in rates did become necessary, but this 


was temporary. In 1923 began a series of four 


substantial reductions. And today, in many 


northern Illinois homes electricity costs about 


half as much as it did in 1911. It is the only 
important item on the family budget which 


is substantially lower in price now than it was 


before the War! 


Remarkable as this achievement is, it is 
not the complete story. You remember what 


"electric service” used to consist of in those 


early days. It meant electric lights—usually a 


drop cord suspended from the ceiling bf each? 


room. Electric washing machines and vacuum 


cleaners were too experimental, too costly, 


to be extensively used. Toast and coffee still 
had to be made in the kitchen. Electric refrig­ 


erators and radios were unknown. 


Today dearie time- and labor-savers are 


taken for granted. They have revolutionized 
living conditions in the home—working con­ 


ditions in the factory, the office and on the 


farm. This vast new field in which the gas 


and electricity produced by the Public Service 


Company is being put to work makes an 


interesting companion-story to that of the 


greatly reduced rates at which these services 


are now available.

The follow ­ 
ing resolution m arked the birthday 
of the F lag of th e U nited S tates 
upon it’s adoption by congress on 
Ju n e 14, 1777. 
“ Resolved th a t the 
F lag of the th irteen united states 
oe th irteen strip es, a lte rn a te red 
and w hite, th a t th e U nion be th ir­ 
teen sta rs, w hite on a blue field rep ­ 
resen tin g a new* constellation.” T his 
“new constellation” even like the 
“S ta r of old’ has quickened a new 
hope and new' life in m any a w’eary 
soul in a fa r country. 
M ay w'e, the 
people whom the flag represents, 
striv e to reproduce in our g en era­ 
tion those 
ideals 
and principles 
which gave it birth. 
H ere are a 
few suggestions for th e display­ 
ing of the flag. 
The flag should 
be 
displayed 
only from sunrise to sunset, or be­ 
tw een such hours as m ay be desig­ 
nated by 
proper 
au th o rity . 
It 
should be hoisted briskly but low­ 
ered slow ly and cerem oniously. The 
F lag should be displayed on all 
sta te and national holidays and on 
historic anil special occasions. W hen 
flown a t half-m ast, th e F lag should 
be hoisted to the peak for an in­ 
stan t and then low ered 
to half- 
m ast position. Before low ering the 
flag from th is position it should be 
I ai sod ag a in to the peak. On M em­ 
orial Day, M ay 30, the F lag is dis­ 
played a t h alf-m ast from sunrise 
until noon and at full staff from 
noon until sunset. 
The F lag .should never be used 
fo r decorative purposes. 
W hen tlw flag is in such a condi­ 
tion th a t it is no 
longer a fitting 
em blem for display, it should be 
destroyed as a 
whole, privately, 
preferably ay burning.
